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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
1 2/26/06 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

In regards to claim 1 , none of the references of record alone or combination 
disclose or suggest an optical disk drive, comprising: a housing; a drive motor and a 
drive shaft mounted within the housing and adapted to engage and rotate a disk; an 
optical pick-up unit, including a fixed part and a movable part moveable along a guide 
and adapted to move a focused beam along the disk; a printed circuit board for 
mounting the fixed part, the guide, an the drive motor; and a wire flex connected 
between the printed circuit board and the movable part, the wire flex being bent 
about one bending axis only, said bending axis being substantially parallel to the 
drive shaft. 
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Claims 4, 8 and dependent claims have similar claimed language therefore, are 
also allowable. 

Citation of Relevant Prior Art 

Hong et al (US Publication Number 200301 12719) discloses a loose wire connecting 
from the power to the radial coil. 

Okada et al (US Patent Number 5892747) discloses a cable bending away from the 
drive shaft axis. 

Furukawa et al (US Patent Number 6385156) discloses a wire connected perpendicular 
to the drive shaft axis. 

Champagne et al (US Patent Number 5023861) discloses a tracking actuator apparatus 
with a flexible wire attached to the head and the signal source. 
Ezawa et al (US Publication Number 20040216152) discloses a wire connected to the 
actuator and the PCB perpendicular to the drive shaft axis.
